nesday night that he will call a .special 
session of the legislature if the Board 
of Finance, which he has called to 
meet Monday, approves highway 1x>nd 
refinancing plans necessitating new 
legislation. 


New plans for refinancing Arkan- 


sas' Sl-Ci.Gmi.OOO highway bonded in- 
debtedness have been prepared by Chi- 
cago and St. Louis investment houses 
and will he submitted to the board 
Monday, probably with the recommen- 
dation of the governor, chairman of the 
board, that they be adopted. 


Ill with tuiisilitis in a hotel .suite at 


Hot Springs, where he was stricken 
Tuesday while attending a conference 
of governors of oil-producing states, 
Governor Bailey did not expand on 
the possibilities of a spck-al session. 


Details of the new refinancing plan 


were not revealed, but it wa.s reported 
that the plan will result in the freeing 
of toll bridges which would benefit 
from such relief under a 19.'i7 act of 
congress and will make available sev- 
eral million dollars for new highway 
construction. 


The 1934 refunding act pledged prac- 


tically all the .slate's revenue for road 
purposes to the retirement of hgih- 
way obligations and muintcnnncc. The 
new 
plan, it is understood, would 


pledge only sufficient revenue to meet 
bond retirement requirements, leaving 
the surplus for maintenance and new 
construction.

Facsimile Broadcasting Is 


Only a Question 


of Time

NEW YORK.—Radio broadcast news- 


papers, riding the ether waves directly 
into homes, offices and public places, 
have passed from the realm of fancy 
int near-reality. 


Wireless transmission of facsmile re- 


productions of materal used in news- 
papers, complete wth headline news, 
photographs, cartoons, advertisements 
an dolher features, is an accomplished 
fac. 


That it will be possible soon to in- 


stall comparatively inexpensive appar- 
atus in homes to receive the fascimile 
transmissions appears certan. It is 
merely a question of time, according to 
prominent radio technicians. 
j 


Hundreds of successful experimental 


broadcasts have been made by stations 
seeking to eliminate the 
technical 


"bugs" which are all that stand in the 
way of commercial facsimile broad- 
casts. 
,: HPaper' Oclievcrd While "ITou Sleep 
Here, according to radio enginers, 


is what may be expected as soon as the 
technical difficulties arc .removed: 


Householders will be able to pur- 


chase facsimile receiving set; which 
will work while they sleep, making 
available at the breakcast table a com- 
plete newspaper of perhaps 33 pages 
of approximately letter-head size 


Contents of the newspaper would be 


limited only by the wishes of the 
broadca.stng company, for facsimile 
transmission as now perfected is able 
to reproduce accurately any matcral 
which now can he printed on paper 
through existing methods. 


The Federal Communications Com- 


mission has granted five experimental 
licenses and nine similar licenses to 
exsling broadcasting stations which 
desire to transmit facsimile during 
hours not used for regular broadcasts. 
Two other experimental license appli- 
cations are pending. 


Facsimile broadcasting, as such, is 


not new. It has been used for a num- 
ber of years for ttransmission of news 
bulletins and weather maps to ships 
at sea, and for sending reproductions 
of letters, documents, machine draw- 
ings, production schedules and even 
fashion sketches. 


The new aspect of facsimile transmis- 


sion is the virtual certainty that it 
soon will be available for use in homes, 
making it avalable for the first time 
to all of the people. 


Standardization of Method Sought 
There are, at present, at least six 


different methods of facsimile trans- 
mission, each operating on a slightly 
different principle. This, the nclustry 
concedes, is one of the hurdles which 
must be cleared before commercial 
facsimile transmission can become of 
widespread value. 


As presently constituted, a set de- 


signed to receive facsimile transmis- 
sion of one type could not receive 
material broadcast by a station using 
another method. The Radio Manufac- 
turers Association, however, is work- 
ing on a plan to standardize facsimile 
transmission 
systems, so that home 


equipment will be able to receive 
material from any station, just as is 
now 
possible 
with 
regular 
radio 


broadcasting. 


All of the systems employ an appar- 


aus at the sending end which "scans" 
the material to be transmitted, regis- 
tering lights and shadows alternatively 
as the scanning equipment moves 
across the sheet. 


Most outstanding differnces in the 


various systems is in the method of 
reproducing on paper, at the receving 
end, 
the lights and shadows transmit- 


ted 
by radio waves. One method 


makes a literal "carbon copy" of the 
printed matter. Another uses a fine 
ink spray, and still another burns the 
facsimile onto carbon-mpregnatcd pa- 
per wth tin electric spark. 


How Carbon Paper Set Works 


The system perfected by the Radio 


Corporation of America is of the car- 
bon reproduction type. The receiving 
set now is approximately the size of a 
standard cabinet-model radio set, but 
HCA engineers predict it soon will be 
reduced to about the size of a regular 
table model. 


Printed news and pictures are broad- 


cast in much the same manner which 
has been used for some years in trans-

Court Justices Cardozo, Brandeis and 
McReynolds are con.siderisg retire- 
ment. One authority, usually well-in- 
formed, said that Cardozo had told 
President Roosevelt he thought ill- 
health necessitated his retirement. 


Mr. Roosevelt was said to have sug- 


gested that th justice wait until he 
recovered from his present illness be- 
fore making up bis mind. 
Cardozo 


has been ill for several weeks. 


Neither Brandeis nor McReynolds 


made any public comment on reports 
they had agreed to retire simultane- 
ously at some indefinite date. 


Some congressional friends of Car- 


Do™ have talked of special legisla- 
tion to give him full retirement ben- 
efits if he wishes to leave the bench. 
Under present law, Supreme Court 
justices may retire, at 70 after 10 years 
service, and receive full pay of $20,000 
a year. Cardozo, who is 67, has served 
since 1932.

for Gas and Oil 


Average Motorist- Earns 


?30 a Week, Local 
Dealers Are Told 


Members of the Hempstcad County 


Oil Dealer's association met at Capi- 
tal hotel Wednesday night, elected new 
officers and outlined a program for 
1938 
in which they sought lower taxa- 


tion on gasoline and motor oil. 


Frank Johnson of Hope was re- 


elected general chairman, with Charles 
Harrell as secretary. Sid Bundy was 
named chairman of the Public Rela- 
tions committee; S. L. Murphy, legis- 
lative committee; and C. V. Nunn, local 
affairs committee. 


Talks were made by Frank Johnson, 


Representative John P. Vesey, Charles 
Harrell, C. D. Green o£ Emmet, Joe 
Coleman, F. S. Hearne, and W. F. 
Scarbrough, of Little Rock, secretary 
of the Oil Dealer's assocation of Ark- 
ansas. 


The meeting was attended by 32 


members of the local association. 


The organization, which has affiliat- 


ed county committees throughout the 
state, has adopted a program of ob- 
jectives looking to reasonable taxation 
and wise expenditure of public funds, 
Secretary Harrell said, and plans to co- 
operate with other organizations to 
these ends. 


"Our organization will continue in 


1938 
the efforts, begun in 1937, to aid 


in working out policies o£ reasonable 
taxation for motorist taxpayers of Ar- 
kansas," he explained. "O'ur studies 
clearly have shown that while there is 
a general tendency to impose special 
additional taxes upon these people, 
just as if they were wealthy citizens, 
the vast majority of them have ex- 
tremely limited financial ability to 
pay. 


"We arc finding hat the greater num- 


ber of motorists in Arkansas have in- 
comes no higher than $30 a week, have 
purchased low-priced used cars which 
are utilised largely in earning a living, 
and find it difficult to pay excessive 
motor taxes on top of other taxes. Our 
chief objective is to make these taxes 
fair and reasonable to all." 


During IS.'iT the State Revenue De- 


partment collected $23,000,000 from 30 
special taxes. Of this amount, Arkan- 
sas motorists paid $15,000,000, or 63 per 
cent oC the total. 


Red. Continues Rise 


Back waters from swollen Red river 


spread over the Fulton-McNab high- 
way Thursday and threatened to halt 
traffic on that road. 


The water was nearly a foot deep for 


a stretch of 40 yards, and was eight 
inches deep in another stretch of 25 
yards. It was predicted that traffic 
would be suspended by nightfall. 


The river rose more than, a foot on 


the Fulton bridge guage during the 
past 24 hours. At 7 a. m, Thursday 
the reading was 32.3 feet. 


Early in the week the government 


issued a forecast of 34 feet at Fulton 
before the stream reached its crest. 
River, observers. wid .they, believed :_. 
the stream would reach its peak with- 
in the next 24 to 36 hours as a report 
came through, that the river was falling 
slightly at Index, above Fulton.

Science Describes a Design for Living 


THE role of science in the evolution of mankind is u questioi 
1 on which even scientists disagree. 


Some contend that sciences such ;is psychiatry will some 


day be able to control our minds and shape our ends. Other> 
disagree. Certainly there is no unanimity of opinion on 
whether it would be wise for the human race to submit whollv 
to the ministrations of science. 


Few, (on the other hand, will disagree with the conten- 


tion of scientists that objective reasoning and logical think- 
ing must dominate such emotions as hate, and fear, and rage, 
if civilization is to continue functioning. 
* * * 


ONE of the chief contributions of science to the evolution 


of human thinking has been its ability to reduce general- 


ities and half-truths to concrete statements of fact which 
will stand up under the light of reasoning. 


. T^.5 Dr- RaIPh Gerard, professor of physiology at the 
University of Chicago, comes forward with what he terms 
three."earmarks" for the identification of "intelligent be- 
havior." 


The first earmark, says Dr. Gerard, is "the absence of 


superstition; the emancipation from fear of nature and the 
here-and-now prejudices of the group." 


'• Second, the scientist contends, intelligent behavior must 


be marked by "tolerance" in which "the new is neither 
fatuously accepted nor blindly damned" and in which de- 
cisions are reached "after due instruction in and evaluation 
of the facts, pro and con." 
' "Third," says Dr. Gerard, "intelligent behavior does not 


confuse the symbol with the thing. Words themselves are 
classes and stand only as symbols which are imperfect and 
shifting representations of that for which they stand 
Even 


facts are abstractions and, like words, may lead via the ma- 
chinery of the most impessable logic to bizarre conclusions." 
• • / 
Dr. Gerard contends that "pure science" is the only hope 


tor the future of civilization. He believes that it would be un- 
/>vise to eliminate the selfish elements of self-preservation1 
from man's makeup, but that it is "surely desirable to control 
and guide them." 
* * * 


DUT the scientist refutes, in part, his own contentions when 
LJ he says that science, through genetics, could improve the 
human breed—but doesn't know what to breed for; and could 
tram thoughts, motives an dactions along new channels—but 
does not know what to educate for. 


Probably most of us would be content just to accept Dr. 


Gerard's earmarks of intelligent behavior as a design for 
present living, and let social evolution take care of the future. 


Pay-As-You-Go 


WHILE most cities struggle under a terrific burden of in- 


terest costs, and the U. S. Conference of Mayors makes 


repeated pleas for more federal relief aid, it is interesting to 
study- the record of Kalamazoo. Mich. 


Twenty years ago this city of about 50,000 population had 


bonded indebtedness of more than $500,000. Approximately 
23 per cent of the municipal budget was used annually for 
bonds and interest payments. 


.Now Kalamazoo is entirely free of debt, despite the fact 


that it had to float §273.000 in relief bonds during the depres- 
sion. Meanwhile, it has built a new £500,000 city hall, a 300- 
acre airport and two municipal golf courses—alfpaid for. 


This financing feat happens to have been accomplished 


through the commission-manager form of government, but 
that is neither here nor there. The important thing is that the 
record proves that it is possible to operate municipal finances 
on a pay-as-you-go base if business methods are substituted 
for the fuddled efforts of professional politicians.

Chocolate Petal Dessert 


(Serves 4) 


One and three-quarters cups milk, 


',$ cup sugar, 3 tablespoons floud y4 
teaspoon salt, 2 squares unsweetened 
chocolate, 1 egg, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 2 
ounces walnut meats, 8 marshmal- 
lows. 


Heat milk in top of double boiler. 


Mix sugar and salt. Slowly add to 
milk. Beat constantly. Add chocolate, 
cut in pieces, and continue to beat 
until dissolved. Cook 15 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. 
Beat egg, ndd to 


mixture and cook only 1 minute. Re- 
move from heat, cool slightly, then 
add vanilla, nuts cut in pieces and 
6 marshmallows cut in quarters. Pour 
into serving dishes and garnish with 
marshmallow flowers. To make flow- 
ers, cut the remaining marshmallows 
crosswise in half and then cut each 
half almost to the center in 8 sections. 
Separate petals and place this flower 


10 minutes over a low flame, remove 
pits, press through a ricer. Shop pe- 
cans, melt butter and saute pecans in 
butter. Beat cream very stiff, add 
sugar, prune pulp, lemon juice and 
pecans. Serve in glasses, very cold.

Putting the roast 
under the broiler flame at the end 'of 


the cooking period is one good Way of 
acL-omplishing the desired browning. A 
small roast requires shorter total cook- 
ing time than a large one. but more' 
minutes per )x>und. A moderate tem- 
perature with quick browning at the 
end rather than a high temperature, 
.seems more desirable."

It con- 
tains this nugget of wisdom: "Fine for 
roast beef i.s this Delmanico Raisin 
Sauce.
